Career Training 


Floral designers work with dried, silk and fresh 
flowers, plants, containers and other materials to 
make floral designs. They use their knowledge of 
design principles and the elements of color har- 
mony and composition to create bouquets, sprays, 
wreathsand corsages. Workersin the floral design 
field are familiar with all types of flowers, when 
they are in season, price ranges and their various 
uses. Familiarity with flowering and green plants 
is becoming more essential as their popularity 
with the buying public increases. 


Graduates of DCCC’s Floral Design Program can 
pursue careers at floral shops, greenhouses and 
nurseries. Jobs are available in small and large 
towns, hotels or on cruise ships—virtually any- 
where floral items are needed. 
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Self-Directed Learning 
The DCCC Floral Design Program is based upon 
completion of competencies (tasks). The student 
masters one taskata time before proceeding on to 
the next task. The student starts with the basics 
and builds ona solid foundation. 


State-of-the-art equipmentis housed ina modern 
floral shop. The training is designed so that the 
students will learn and comprehend what they 
are learning, with as much hands-on training as 
possible, including a variety of applications. 


Areas of instruction include fresh, dried, and silk 
floral arranging for all occasions (holidays, 
weddings, funerals, etc.); business and personal 
finance management; and many aspects of horti- 
culture.
